A $6 ticket would provide a railroad commuter 
with a round trip between Upland and Los 
Angeles if a California Department of 
Transporation (Caltrans) recommendation for 
commuter service is implemented. 


Upland will be the West End stop on the 
proposed nine-stop run between San Bernardino 
and Los Angeles. Caltrans has recommended 
spending an estimated $149,000 to renovate 
Upland’s Santa Fe railroad station to accom- 
modate the 175 daily passengers expected to use 
it. 

These proposals were contained in the 
department’s report on the feasibility of in- 
itiating the rail service, but did not indicate when 
it might begin. 


In addition to the Upland station, $185,760 
would be spent to rebuild the Fontana station and 
another $128,640 would be earmarked to improve 
the Pomona Amtrak station. 

The proposal is for four commuter trains daily 
during the work week, two each way, to be 
operated during peak commuter traffic hours. 

Caltrans said it was ‘‘most reasonable to im-

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manned stations. Older stations can be improved 
and this route has the least amount of freight 
traffic. 

Improvements to the Upland facility, already 
being used on a part-time basis by Santa Fe, 
would include expanded parking for about 100 
automobiles, better lighting, a paved . platform 
and interior improvements. 

All that remains of the Fontana station is a 
foundation which would have to be removed and a 
new structure built, the report noted. 

The Pomona Amtrak station is already part of a 
system of passenger service but would have to be 
improved to handle a larger number of passengers. 

Restrooms need to be modified for handicapped 
persons’ use, and lighting and parking would have 
to be upgraded, the report said. 

Noting that the 1976 data used to project 
ridership probably resulted in a low estimate, the 
report speculated that about 787 persons would use 
the two trains daily. 


Although Caltrans figures that about 175 people. 


would use the Upland station, it estimated that only 
eight persons would ride all the way to Los 
Angeles’ Union Station. 
Most of the passengers would disembark at 
Pomona, Azusa and Pasadena, the report said. 
The proposed fares were based on a cost of 7 
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The California Department of Transportation 
has recommended that $149,000 be spent to

Planners take look at project

The Upland Planning Commission 
took its first look Thursday night at 
a $75 million, 226-acre planned com- 
munity — including an 18-hole golf 
course lined by 556 condominiums — 
proposed for the northeast part of 
the city. 

Planning Director Bill Young ex- 
plained that the city is waiting to 
receive responses from various 
public agencies on the draft of the 
environmental impact report on 
Upland Hills Country Club. 

The proposal came before the 
commission as one of three parts of 
a general plan amendment for the 
northeast part of the city. 


Perhaps because the massive 
plans had been scheduled to be con- 
tinued to Jan. 24 before the Thurs- 
day meeting, the project by 
Matreyek Homes Inc. received 
limited comments. 


The 226 acres are located on both 
sides of 16th Street east of Campus 
Avenue. The San Antonio Land Co. 
owns the land south of 16th; the San 
Antonio Water Co. owns the proper- 


ty to the north. The city of Upland is 


a large shareholder in each 
company. 

Along with the ‘‘semi-public”’ golf 
course and condominiums, the pro- 
ject proposes a light industrial park, 
a cluster of seven or eight shops, a 
100-room motel, two restaurants 
and a mini-convention center. 


Residents of the private streets 
lining the fairways would have ex- 
clusive use of about 20 swimming 
pools. Six tennis courts are also 
planned for the project. 


While the environment report 
pegs the asking price per con- 
dominium at $105,000, Ray Godrey, 
representing Matreyek Homes, said 
Thursday the actual price has not 
been determined. 


The envirenmental impact report 
would be the first ever completed in 
Upland for a project. 

Young told the commission the 
project was ‘‘unique,” because 
“what you are reviewing is the 
precise plan that will become the 
general plan and vice versa.” 

He has previously said the city 
had no general plan designation par- 
ticularly well suited for the develop- 


ment. The general plan amendment 
would change the broad guidelines 
for future land use from heavy and 
light industry to a ‘“‘planned unit 
development.” 

By tying specific plans to the 
general plan amendment, the city 
would be protected in the future in 
case the project fell through and 
someone else wanted to develop the 
vacant acreage, he said. 

One of the most unusual aspects of 
the project is the plan for on-site 
sewage treatment in the northwest 
corner of the project. 


The treatment plant would in- 
tercept some 200,000 gallons of 
effluent a day flowing from north of 
the project. The environmental 
report projects the development 
itself would generate 166,578 gallons 
a day. 


Since limited sewage treatment 
capacity in the region has been an 
ongoing concern in recent years, 
Godfrey said one of the advantages 
of the project would be to make 
sewer connections available without 
further taxing the regional system.

Upland native writes 
61-page poetry book

L. Charles Merrill’s fascination 
with trains and travel has, resulted 
in a 61-page book of poetry, ‘‘Songs 
of a Native Son.”’ 


In the introductory, Merrill has 


written, ‘To. all who travel on the’ 


highways and to those who travel 
only in their dreams, these poems 
are for you. These are the poems of 
travel, of towns and people, of hard 
times and quiet evenings, of a coun- 
try that never stops changing and 
always becomes a little more 
special each time across. These are 
the songs of a native son, and I hope 
you enjoy them.” 


Merrill, 20, is a native of Upland, 
a graduate of Upland High School 
and now is an enviromental science 
student at the University of Califor- 
nia, Riverside. He is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Merrill. ° 

Even though Merrill only started 
writing four years ago, he said, 
“I’ve wanted to write as long as I 
can remember.’’ His desire and high 
school homework came together 
when an English-teacher asked for a 
journal from each student. 

“The journal turned out to be 83 
pages, but I took to it (writing) and 
still keep a journal — it’s my best 
friend, my outlet,’’ he said. 

Merrill’s fascination with trains 
started when he received his first 
model railroad set as a child. His

traveling has been across country 
many -times, both with his family 


and alone, to visit relatives in New 


England. 


Once Merriil started writing, his 
thoughts went into verse form, 
though his poems do not rhyme and 
he disregards ‘use of periods to end 
thoughts. 


“T don’t want my poems to be 
closed,’’ he said. “I want the 
thought to go on when it needs to 
continue.” 

He illustrated this point in an 8- 
line poem called ‘‘Midnight 
Crossing.’’ The lines are indented 
from the one above to indicate 
movement of the passing train. 

The last two lines read — ‘‘Then a 
vaccum whoosh And marker lights 
gone down the rails’ 

Merrill said, ‘‘As the train goes on 
— so the thought goes on.” 

The poet’s train riding has been 
limited to a few trips to San Diego 
from Fullerton and the narrow 
gauge railroad which runs between 
Durango and Silverton, Colo. 

His travels across the United 
States have been by car. On two 
trips by himself, Merrill wandered 
north and south as well as from west 
to east and back. 

In his book of poetry, the first half 
is called, ‘‘Riding the Rails,” and 
the second half is, ‘‘Open Highway.’’ 

Merrill writes with a nostalgic 
flair about dining cars, railroad 
stations, freights, hobos and ‘The 


t 


Caboose.”’ In the ‘‘Open Highway”’ 
part, his poetry covers snow in the 
Sierras, the Nevada desert, a 
Nebraska farmer and a street in 
Milwaukee. 

This is Merrill’s first book, but he 
has had railroad poems published in 
Trains magazine. His book was 
published by The Golden Quill Press 
in Francestown, N.H.,: which he 
described as a one-man operation in 
a beautiful New England small 
town. 

“T like to think my poetry makes 
people think — it reminds them. of 
something they had forgotten,” 
Merrill said. ‘‘Take trains — 
everyone has someone who worked 
for the railroad and maybe my 
poems will click that memory to 
some something they had 
forgotten.”’ 

Merrill plans to continue writing. 

“T have an idea for a novel on the 
citrus industry in Southern Califor- 
nia,’ he said. ‘‘There was a citrus 
grove behind our house when I was a 
kid. I remember the pickers and the 
boxes of oranges — I want to cap- 
ture that in a novel using three 
generations of an Iowa family with 
the first generation coming to 
California and establishing an 
orange grove.”’ 

The Uplander also has plans for 
writing two more poetry books. One 
would be on ‘‘my hometown’’ and 
the other about ‘‘Smothers Barber 
Shop in Upland.” 

When not writing, Merrill is in- 
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engineer for ARCO Environmental 
Inc., a subsidiary of the petroleum 
firm — said the treatment.plant 
rélies heavily on gravity flow.

of that situation,” he declared. 

On other issues, Ayala took a pes- 
simistic position on the immediate 
future of the Foothill Freeway and 
the Corona Expressway. 

“As long as Gov. (Edmund G.) 
Brown Jr. is in office he will never 
approve the extension of the Foothill 
Freeway,”’ he declared. ‘‘He told 
me that himself on at least three oc- 
casions. But he also has said he 
doesn’t plan to run for re-election 
when his term is up in two years.” 

He said officials of the state De- 
partment of Transportation told him 
he would have to give up the exten- 
sion of the Foothill Freeway to raise 
the priority of the Corona Express- 
way. 

“But I will never do that,” he 
said. ‘‘As far as I’m concerned, it’s 
not an equal trade. The people who 
want the improvement of the Cor- 
ona Expressway are coming. Those 
who want the Foothill Freeway ex- 
tension are already there.” 

He said the state may be buying 
some rights-of-way in the path of the 
freeway, but actual construction is 
not likely to start ‘‘until we have a

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more sympathetic governor.” 

Ayala said one of his main con- 
cerns during the past few years has 
been the spread of violence by youth 
gangs. He said he will introduce a 
bill during 1980 to strengthen some 
of the present laws governing juve- 
niles. 

“T can’t understand how young 
criminals can be as well organized 
as they are,”’ he declared. “They 
seem to be too sophisticated for 
their years. I can’t help but feel that 
they are led by adults. Those are the 
connections we want to go after.” 

But, the senator said, all those is- 
sues will become academic if the 
state does not quickly build the Pe- 
ripheral Canal to prevent a drought 
in Southern California during the 
next decade. : 

‘“‘There is no more time to lose,”’ 
he explained. ‘‘In five years, we are 
going to lose half of the allotment of 
water we get from the Colorado Riv- 
er. Unless we can replenish it we 
are through.’ 

Ayala said the $600 million issue is 
coming up for a vote in the state 
Senate Jan. 7.

_ ‘Tis the season, once 
again, for semantic silliness 
— the debate over whether 
we are in a recession now, 
or have been in one all year, 
or are heading into one. 

The recent sharp weaken- 
ing of consumption 
statistics (Auto sales, for 
example) has led most 
economists to conclude that 
a consumer recession is 
decidedly here — in fact, 
may have been with us all 
year. 

Actually, the recession 
question is decided in the 
United States in a most 
totalitarian way. That is to 
say, it’s decided unilateral- 
ly by the National Bureau of 
Economic Research 
(NBER) — period. 

It’s decided after the fact, 
not while the suffering is 
going on, and there is no 
judicial review, no 
grievance procedure, to 
mollify the critics after the 
ukase is issued. 

Moreover, there is no one 
definition of a recession — 
no set guidelines historical- 
ly, no statistical criteria 
that must be met from one 
periud to the next. 

A common rule of thumb 
is two back-to-back 
quarters of negative growth 
of real, inflation - adjusted 
gross national product — 
GNP, the economy’s total 
output of goods and 
services. Those conditions 
do not have to exist for 
NBER to act. 

The U.S. economy barely 
grew at. all in the first 
quarter of 1979, then plung- 
ed in the second. However, 
after the Federal Reserve 
monetized the OPEC oil in- 
creases — that is, pumped 
up the money supply to ac- 
commodate the higher 
energy prices — the US. 
consumer took advantage of 
the credit availability. He 
and she borrowed heavily

ary on whethe 


and saved at a dis- 
couragingly low rate — 4.1 
percent of spendable in- 
come — and growth resum- 
ed in the third quarter. 

However, as economist 
John J. Casson of New 
York’s American Exprr3s 
noted, ‘‘Two ‘consecutive 
quarterly declines of real 
GNP are not required for 
the economy to be in a 
recession. This is simply a 
rule of thumb. During the 
r°-ressions of 1948-1949 and 
1969-1970, for example, 
there were quarterly in- 
creases in real GNP similar 
to the one that occurred in 
the third quarter.” 

Continued Casson, “‘A 
variety of other important 
factors, including changes 
in production, employment 
and real income, are taken 
into account in determining 
whether a decline in 
economic activity qualifies 
as a recession.” 

On the real-income front, 
there is not much doubt 
about where we have been: 
in a dismal situation. 

“Personal income less 
transfer payments 
(unemployment compensa- 
tion, etc.) in real terms 
peaked in December 1978 
and has declined 1.5 percent 
through September 1979,” 
noted Frank Mastrapasqua 
of Wall Street’s L.F. 
Rothschild, Unterberg, 
Towbin. 

He added, ‘‘Although 
employment and production 
have remained at relatively 
high levels throughout most 
of 1979, a general deteriora- 
tion in real income still oc- 
curred as the inflation rate 
exceeded the nominal gain 
in income. 

‘‘Reverberations of - this 
trend already have 
manifested themselves in 
weak consumer durable and 
non-durable spending which 
peaked in the fourth quarter 
of 1978, and have declined 
3.4 percent and 1.5 percent, 


The devuds was 
no pot of gold 
but it was ok

Someone today is 
celebrating his 18th 
birthday. I recently turned 
28. The two ages hold a lot 
of meaning for me. 

We make a big deal out of 
turning 30 — ‘‘over the 
hill,” ‘‘never trust anyone 
over 30°’ — and all that. But 
to me, turning 28 is a lot 
more important. 

A 30-year-old is only two 
years older than he was at 
28. But those who reach 28 
have passed a decade since 
reaching 18, that magical 
milestone at which society 
first considered you an 
adult in all. matters but 
alcohol. 

An awful lot happens to 
you in a decade, some of it 
painful. 

Seven Christmases ago, I 
was in New Orleans, 
visiting relatives and 
looking up the kids with 
whom I had gone to school. 
The exchanges went about 
like this. 

ME: “‘Where’s Jackie at, 
man?” 

‘FRIEND: ‘‘Aw man, he 
got busted for burglary.” 

ME: ‘‘What about the cat 
he used to run with, 
uhh...” 

FRIEND: ‘‘Phil? He 
OD‘d in Vietnam, man.” 

ME: ‘‘Well, where’s 
Gilbert at?” 

FRIEND: ‘Yeah, well, 
he’s still areund, but —”’ 

ME: ‘‘But what? I mean, 
he was Most Likely to 
Succeed and all that.”’ 

FRIEND: ‘‘Yeah, well, 
he flunked outta college and 
... | hear he’s in a mental 
ward now.” 

ME: ‘‘Phil’s dead, 
Jackie’s in jail and 
Gilbert’s ... lost his mind?” 

FRIEND: ‘‘Yeah, ain’t it 
somethin’?”’ 

The names are fictitious, 
but all the people, including 
the unnamed ‘‘friend,’’ are 
real. I have not set foot in 
New Orleans since. I fear 
what I will find in my 
‘home sweet home.”’ 

We had turned 18 during 
the 1960s, assuring us 10 
years of trauma. Young 
people were dying by the 
block back then, in places 
with names like Hue, Khe 
Sanh, Detroit. The word 
“casualty” was a major 
part of the national 
vocabulary. 

There always seemed to 
be 360 people around, each 
one pulling you a different 
way. It was as if all rational 


discourse had been replaced 
by a single, hostile 
question: ‘‘Where do you 
stand?” 

At 18, you spend a lot of 
your time just trying to 
stand, trying to make all the 
right moves and still be 
your own person — choosing 
between a job or college, 
marriage or living together, 
using or avoiding drugs, the 
biggest multiple - choice 
quiz you'll ever take. 

You get a very few years 
to make your choices, the 
rest of your life to live with 
them. And the only thing 
certain is that when you're 
done, you won’t be the same 
person you were 10 years 
ago. The time wears on you. 

So a decade later, I’m no 
longer willing to assume the 
best in everything and 
everyone. Ten years of 
vainly raised hopes, minor 
disappointments and major 
letdowns will do that to you. 

Still, I'm not willing to 
automatically assume the 
worst, either. 

As a college student, I 
wondered if I could survive 
in the ‘‘real world.’’ Well, 
after 10 years in the real 
world, I suspect that I am 
neither Woodward nor 
Bernstein, but I’m 
surviving. Score two points 
for self - confidence. 

I seem to be a little less 
knowledgeable than I’d like 
to be about a lot of things. 
There seems to be an 
avalanche of information — 
in newspapers and 
magazines, books, on radio 
and television — more than 
I can possibly handle at 
once. 

Still, I haven’t given up on 
the idea of learning new 
things. There was a time, 
within the last 10 years, 
when I might have. 

I'm still putting things off 
until ‘‘another time.’’ If the 
last 10 years have taught 
me anything, it’s that you 
don’t always get ‘‘another 
time.’’ I find myself 
wishing I had taken up 
Spanish, auto mechanics 
and a dozen other subjects 
years ago — and wondering 
now if I’ll ever get the 
chance. , 

Still, I'm floundering my 
way toward a knowledge of 
Spanish now. And I’m going 
to take some auto 
mechanics classes — one of 
these days ... 

I think my mother wanted 
me to be a teacher, a doctor 
or a concert pianist.

Even the authentic metal

available, but naturally 
they are piled to the side in 
favor of the more modern, 
rubberized versions. 


With such purchases 
comes the inevitable ‘‘tip”’ 
— at no additional charge. 


The seasoned miner who 
now runs the jewelry store 
— “All us miners now are 
called jewelers, didn’t you 
know?’’ — pulls a customer 
aside and whispers: 

‘“Go over under the 
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That is the credo of Stanley Marcus, retired chairman 
of Neiman-Marcus, the Dallas department store with a 
national reputation. He bases his opinion on 50 years ek- 


perience in the retailing business and stresses it in his 


new book, ‘“‘Quest for the Best.” 

In an interview Marcus described the best as 
aesthetically satisfying, capable of fulfilling its purpose 
without fault and not necessarily the most expensive of 
its kind. To emphasize his point, he flicked his lighter 
and said: : 


“Tt lights every time, is simple and pleasing to the eye. 
It is a 79-cent Bic and more efficient than some of my 
very expensive lighters. The same is true of this felt-tip 
pen. It writes well, doesn't blot, dries quickly and is inex- 
pensive.” 


He said that there ‘‘is a best for everyone.” 


But that doesn’t mean that everyone can atford the 
best of everything. The ability to have fashions in the 
best synthetic or natural fibers or the best in genuine or 
synthetic leathers may. not extend to furs, for example. 


“If you can’t get a good mink, switch to beaver,” Mar- 
cus.said. ‘‘If you can’t afford a good beaver, then choose 
good opossum. Get the best you can.” 


The buyer searching for quality should understand the 
retail name game. Names such as Levi's meet the stan- 
dards they promise. Names of well-known fashion 
designers on products outside of their own lines may 
mean nothing more than a hike in price. 


Marcus writes and speaks of designers who give their 
names but not their designing talents to such products as 
bed linens, towels and shoes. He contends that without 
their names on the labels many of the products would 
cost less. 

Marcus strongly urges comparison shopping to help

consumers recognize quality under ariy name. That gets 
to the problem of poorly informed sales personnel. 


“Go to stores, exayisine products and ask questions,” 
he said. “You may have to go to a dozen stores to find out 
what you need to know, but it is the way to find the best 
quality.”’ 


Deploring the general decline of quality, Marcus said 
that the time has come to complain about shoddy goods 
and poor service in the marketplace. 


“Wherever I go, I hear complaints about the dis- 
appearance of quality,” he said. “I am told that prac- 
tically every piece of clothing sold has threads hanging 
from seams, buttons that fall off, plackets put in wrong 
and other problems. They are all true.” 


He added that the fault lies with the manufacturers for 
permitting poor workthanship and with store managers 
for accepting it. 


‘“Management needs to call their manufacturers and 
let them know that the stores are not satisfied with the 
merchandise they are receiving. Meetings of the mind 
are very useful,’’ he said. 


Unfortunately, Marcus does not know of any store 
managers who are taking faults to the manufacturers. 
Consumers may have to start the ball rolling. 


“Customers need to squawk, to make’ their complaints 
and demands heard,” he said. 

The trick is to have one’s voice heard in the right 
place. 


“Tn a restaurant, you complain to the waiter about 
poor service and to the chef about poor food,”” Marcus 
said. “In a store, you complain to management.

merican Indians band 
together, aid each other

American Indians in the West End 
have banded together in an effort to 
help each other find jobs and fight 
drinking or drug problems. 

The West End Indian- Service 
Center and Mother Earth are two 
separate agencies, funded and 
staffed by different groups, but both 
work toward improving the quality 
of life for native Americans. 

They share an office at 317 N. 
Euclid Ave., Ontario, across the 
hallway from U.S. armed services 
recruiters. Sparsely furnished, the 
walls are decorated with a variety 
of handmade crafts. 

Patricia Lumas, director of the 
West End Indian Service Center, is 
enthusiastic about the potential 
impact the center can have on the 
Indian community. A petite woman 
with boundless energy, she started 
working in 1977 with the San 
Bernardino Indian Center, parent of 
the West End group. 

The center provides job search 
and training facilities for 
individuals who are at least % 
Indian. In addition, there is also a 
social service department to 
provide emergency food and 
clothing assistance, referral 
services and counseling. 

As more people become involved 
with the program, classes in 
traditional arts and crafts will be 
offered and a recreational program 
for youth established. 

Although still involved with the 
process of becoming established in 
the community, Lumas said she has 
served 78 clients since opening Nov. 
5. Ten people were placed in jobs, 
and several others came, she said, 
in search of help for social service 


problems, including evictions. 

“Things should pick up more when 
people know we’re here,” she said. 
“There is a heavy concentration of 
Indians in the West End, and this 
center should be able to provide a 
much needed service.” 

Her office is currently conducting 
a census to determine exactly how 
many Indians are in the area. Using 
the results of the study, center 
personnel can then plan more 
precisely projects to correspond 
with need. 

Chuck Taylor sits in a deskacross 
the room from Lumas. Outpatient 
counselor for the Mother Earth 
project, he is the group’s only 
representative in town. 

Home base for Mother Earth is at 
the 7,000-foot level on Mt. Baldy. 
The group; funded by the National 
Institute on Drug Abuse, is a 
mountain retreat for Indians with 
alcohol and other drug problems. 

Baba Cooper is director of the 
retreat. She and her children live on 
the mountain year-round, along with 
a staff and up to 20 people 
participating in the program. 

‘“‘People come on a volunteer 
basis,”’ said Cooper. ‘‘All we ask is 
that they be free of drugs for at least 
three days before starting the 
program. 

“We offer counseling, group 
therapy, and most of all, support. 
There is a sweat lodge for prayer, 
and we have medicine men come up 
whenever possible.” 


Doctors are also utilized, but the 
Mother Earth retreat tries to 
incorporate the best from both 
traditional Indian medicine and 
Western medicine. 


“We. work towards building a 
positive cultural identity,” said 


Ayala appoints new 
field representative 


State Sen. Ruben S. Ayala,. D-32nd 
District, Friday announced the ap- 
pointment of Frank Elder, his 
former baseball coach, as his new 
field representative. 

Elder, 67,a resident of Rancho 
Cucamonga, is a retired teacher and 
coach who taught for 36 years in the 
Chino Unified School District. . 

Elder will begin work in January, 
at a salary of $1,200 per month. He 
replaces Ayala’s former field 
representative John Ochoa. 

Elder coached the Chino High 
School baseball team during the 
time when Ayala was a student. 
there, and went on to become head 
basketball coach from 1947 to 1973. 

Elder said he looked forward to 
his new position although he said, ‘I 
have a lot to learn. 

“But I like to meet le, I think 
I get along well with them and J

Elder said. ‘“‘That’s what I’m here 
for.’’ 

Ayala said he contacted a number 
of people who he thought he would 


be able to work with, ‘“‘but Frank I . 
‘knew I wanted right from the 


start,’’ he said. 


“1 can’t think of anybody better 
qualified to serve the district or to 
help me,” Ayala said. ‘‘He knows 
the area, he knows the people and he 
knows the needs.” 


Elder holds a bachelor’s degree in 
education and a minor in physical 
education from LaVerne College, 
and has completed graduate work at 
USC and at Pomona College, he 
said. 

Despite his age, Elder said he has 
worked with young people all his life 
while coaching, and hopes to con- 
tinue his contact with young people 
while working for Ayala. 


Cooper. ‘‘We all have the same 
basic belief in the Great Spirit and 
together work to alter life styles so 
that drugs are no longer 
important.” 

She said a follow-up study will 
begin after the end of the retreat’s 
third year to assess how successful 
the treatment actually is. 

She cautioned, however, that 
‘““success’’ may not be measured the 
same way by an Indian as by an 
Anglo. 

“For the Westerner, success 
might mean a high-paying job, 
staying away from drinking and 
staying out of jail. 

“Many of our people may lead a 
traditional Indian life style, 
traveling from one area to another. 
This nomadic way does not fit into 
some definitions of a steady, 
dependable life style.”’ 

Those who volunteer for the 
retreat may stay as long as 
necessary for the problem to clear 
up. That may be for 30 days, or a 
year or longer, all at no charge. 
Participants are allowed to leave on 
weekends to visit their families, but 
Cooper said many opt to stay. 

She also said the group is 
cooperating with UCLA in studying 
the effectiveness of traditional 
Indian medicine and spiritual 
reinforcement. 

The Mother Earth retreat has only 
been in operation eight months as a 
drug-free therapeutic community, 
but Cooper said participants have 
been enthusiastic about the support 
and sense of cultural pride it 
fosters. 

“Tt’s so beautiful up there, 
especially in the winter,”’ she said. 
“It’s such a change from living in 
the city — most people don’t want 
to leave.”
